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AGRICULTURAL  PROSPECTS  IN  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES, 

The  general  agricMltural  outlook,  iray  be  siammaxized,  so  far  as  %h© 
present  sifuation  indicates,  as  one  which  will  in  all  probability  justify 
the  confidence  of  inporting  co\jntries. 

The  1920  cereal  harvest  hast  practically  reached  its  con^letion  in  the 
Northern  Hemisphere  and  the  preparation  of  the  soil  is  now  in  progress 
preparatory  to  the  seeding  of  the  fall  cereals  of  1921*    Fragmentary  reports 
received  froin  Europe  indicate  that  in  sonE  sectic^aas  rain  is  needed  to  facili- 
tate this  work* 

In  the  Southern  Hemisphere  the  harvest  will  begin  next  month  uider 
very  promising  prospects,    Latest  reports  for  the  season  1920-21  dealing  with 
practically  all  the  crop  of  the  Southern  Hemisphere  show  the  combined 
acreage  of  wheat  in  Argentina,  the  Union  of  South  Africa  and  Australia  to  be 
28,384,000  acres  or  an  increase  of  6,283,000  acres  over  that  of  last  season.. 

Notwithstanding  the  completion  of  the  1920  harvest  reports  both  official 
and  ijnofficial  have  been  received  by  this  Bureau  for  only  twenty- five  foreign 
countries,  as  follows:    Canada,  Argentina,  Urugioay,  Belgium,  BiiLgaria,  H-ungary, 
Finland,  France,  Italy,  Roumania,  Spain,  Sweden,  Switzerland,  British  India, 
Japan,  Algeria,  Egypt,  funis,  Union  of  South  Africa,  Australia,  New  Zealand, 
Mexico,  S.zecho-Slo'frakia,  Guatemala,  and  Morocco.    The  lack  of  official 
government  estiirates  is  principally  accounted  for  by  the  present  unsettled 
condition  of  Europe*    The  above  mentioned  countries  with  the  exception  of 
Hungary,  (Jlzecho-Slavakia,  Guatemala  and  Morocco,  when  combined  with  the 
United  States,  produce  according  to  the  annual  average  production  for  the 
years  1909-1913,  about  67  per  cent  of  the  so-called  wheat  crop  of  the  world. 
This  year  their  total  production  of  wheat  with  the  exception  of  the  four 
countries,  mentioned  above  when  combined  with  that  of  the  Uhited  States  is 
estimated  at  2,430,325,000  bushels,  as  conpared  with  2,385,870,000  bushels  in 
1919, 

In  France  the  cereal  crops  of  1920  all  showed  a  decided  increase  in 
production  over  those  of  1919  but  a  notit^eable  dryness  of  the  soil  is  making 
ploughing  difficult,  rain  being  needed  to  facilitate  the  cultivation  of  the 
land  for  the  new  crops.      The  cereal  crops  of  1920  in  Germany  have  fallen 
considerably  short  of  that  country*s  requirement  and  a  large  supply  of 
breads  tuffs  will  probably  have  to  be  imported.    In  Italy  the  wheat  crop  of 
1920  shows  a  decrease  of  22,351,000  bushels,  when  compared  with  that  of  1919, 
The  outlook  for  an  increased  area  is  not  at  the  present  time  very  bright  as 
no  rains  have  been  reported.    No  further  information  has  been  received  com 
ceming  the  crops  of  Russiat    In  Spain  and  Hungary  the  1920  harvest  has 
turned  out  smaller  than  was  expected.    In  Bulgaria  the  harvest  has  been  very 
good  and  a  surplus  for  export  will  be  available.
